The Board of Governors and its Executive 
Committee met June 7, 1974. 


POLICY ON DOCUMENT RETENTION 
AND DISPOSITION 


Board members approved a document 
prepared by the University Archives Com- 
mittee, entitled “Archives Policy Documents 
Retention and Disposal—1974.” The new 
policy is supplementary to that established 
by the Board in 1969. Portions of the 
new policy are printed below. 

Definition of University documents. University 
documents include any paper, record, or other 
documentary material, regardless of physical 
form or characteristics, made or received by 
any authority, department, or officer of the 
University and which relate to the business 

of the University. NoTE—the definition 
excludes: any document produced in a private 
capacity; library and museum material made 
and preserved solely for reference or 
exhibition; extra copies of documents preserved 
only for references. Guidelines to retention and 
disposal of University documents. Certain 
documents and series of documents have a 
continuing value to the University while other 
documents should be disposed of when their 
administrative usefulness expires. . . 

1. PERMANANT DOCUMENTS. Definition: A 
permanent document is a paper, file, or series 
of files (a) essential to the conduct of 
continuing business of an office; (b) which 
reflect the history of the office, its growth and 
change, its staff and programs, its policies, 
procedures, and relationships; (c) which 

reflect the history of the University, and the 
role of specific offices, departments, disciplines, 
projects and research in that history; (d) which 
provide legal or testimonial evidence of 

’ actions taken or not taken; (e) which 

establish fiscal responsibility, document costs 
and expenses; (f) which support an admin- 
istrative policy, programs or proposal; 

(g) which record privileged, confidential, or 
personal information. 

Categories: correspondence, minutes, 
appendices, reports, staff files, student records, 
and printed matter. . . 

The sum total of a University’s permanent 
documents provides the University community 
and the public with a record of the 
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University’s philosophy, policy, people, and 
performance. 
2. DISPOSABLE DOCUMENTS. Definition: A 
series of related files which (a) may be a 
duplicate of an official copy maintained 
permanently elsewhere; (b) may be a trivial 
document without any enduring value, e.g. 
form letters, acknowledgments of publications, 
invitations; (c) may be general files with no 
direct relation to the University, e.g. publishers’ 
catalogues, oragnizational circulars. 
Categories: (copies of ) correspondence, 
minutes, working papers, fiscal and routine 
business records, reports, printed matter 
(recommended retention period varies with 
document type). 
Control of University documents. (a) University 
documents are the property of the University; 
(b) Responsibility for their retention and 
disposition rests with the Board of Governors; 
(c) Staff leaving the University shall leave all 
University documents for their successors. 
Destruction of University documents. 
(a) Destruction of University documents 
requires prior written approval of the 
appropriate Vice-President, Dean, Director, 
Chairman, or other appropriate officers of the 
University, and the University Archivist. . . 
Document appraisal. Information on the status 
or value of documents may be obtained from 
the University Archivist. 


ACADEMIC PENSION PLAN 

Members approved, for forwarding to the 
Lieutenant Governor-in-Council, a Trustees’ 
recommendation that the maximum total book 
value of investments of the Academic Pension 
Fund be raised from fifty percent to seventy- 
five percent. In the opinion of the trustees, 
the new limit will increase their chances of 
realizing an optimal investment plan for the 
Fund. 


RESIGNATION 

Board members received notice of the 
resignation of PETER C. FLYNN from the 
Board effective September 15, 1974. Mr. Flynn 
will have completed his program of studies at 
the University by that time. 


THE HARVEY S. PERKINS SCHOLARSHIPS 
The Board approved the establishment of 
the Harvey S. Perkins Scholarships, to be 
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MABEL PATRICK 
1891-1974 

MABEL PATRICK, founding Director of the 
School of Household Economics, died May 27, 
1974 in Victoria, British Columbia. She had 
been retired from the University since 1956 
but had continued to participate actively in 
a number of organizations with which she was 
associated, particularly the Consumers’ 
Association of Canada. 

Dr. Patrick attended the Ontario Ladies’ 
College at Whitby and Havergal College in 


Dr. Patrick 


Toronto before going on to the University of 
Toronto where she received her BA in 1915. In 
1922 Columbia University awarded her an MA. 

Her career took her to the University of 
Manitoba; three years later, in 1918, she 
resigned from her position there to establish 
the Department of Household Economics at 
The University of Alberta. In 1928 her 
department became a school within what was 
then the Faculty of Arts and Science. It did 
not become an autonomous school until 1966, 
ten years after Dr. Patrick retired. 

Dr. Patrick earned many honors during her 
lifetime. In 1945 the Alberta Home Economics 
Association established the Mabel Patrick 
Scholarship, which continues to be awarded 
annually. In 1960 she received the Canadian 
Home Economics Association Honor Award 
for outstanding contribution to the profession. 
The University awarded her an honorary 
Doctor of Laws degree in 1965 when the 
Household Economics Building was officially 
opened. In 1967 she received the Centennial 
Medal in recognition of valuable service to the 
nation. She also was an honorary life member 
of the Edmonton, Alberta, and Canadian Home 
Economics Associations and honorary president 
of the Canadian Dietetic Association.

GENERAL FACULTIES COUNCIL 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE

The regular meeting of the Executive 
Committee of General Faculties Council was 
held June 3. Due to a lack of quorum for 
the regular meeting of General Faculties 
Council on May 27, the Executive Committee 
invoked its delegated authority to act for 
Council on certain matters. 


UNIVERSITY ADMISSIONS 
AND TRANSFERABILITY 


Committee members approved proposed 
Admission and Transferability of Credit 
policies for the University (see separate 
article). The new policies incorporate certain 
modifications suggested by the Faculty of 
Arts. MYER HOROWITZ, Dean of the Faculty 
of Education, and WILLIARD ALLEN, 
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Associate Vice-President (Academic), wished 
the minutes to record that the adopted 

policies represent the minimum degree to 
which the University will work regarding 
admission and transferability between Alberta’s 
post-secondary institutions. 


UNIVERSITY ARCHIVES COMMITTEE 

Committee members received for 
information recommendations from the 
Archives Committee on Documents Retention 
and Disposition. The recommendations, 
essentially administrative in nature, permit 
the selective retention and dispositon of 
documents according to prescribed definitions, 
guidelines, and regulations. They consequently 
will provide the University with a manageable 
system of information storage and retrieval. 


APPOINTMENTS 

The Executive Committee appointed 
w. A. G. voss, Chairman, Department of 
Biomedical Engineering and Applied Sciences, 
and M. GULUTSAN, Associate Professor of 
Educational Psychology and Chairman, East 
European and Soviet Studies Committee, to 
membership on the Council of the Faculty of 
Graduate Studies and Research, effective 
September 1, 1974. 


AUDIT PRIVILEGES 

Members of the Committee authorized the 
Registrar to revise the Calendar regulation 
applying to those persons who audit courses. 
A. D. CAIRNS, Registrar, noted that his office 
had been maintaining a distinction between 
students taking courses for credit who wish to 
audit additional courses, and persons who are 
registered only as auditors. The latter are 
assessed fees for the auditing, while the 
former, already having paid full-time fees, 
are not. 

The new regulation clearly distinguishes 
between auditing students paying full-time 
fees, who will not be assessed additional audit 
fees, and those paying either part-time or 
audit fees. In the latter case the new audit 
fees are $25 for a half course and $50 for a 
full course. 


ADMISSION AND 
TRANSFERABILITY 


At its regular meeting held June 3, the 
Executive Committee of General Faculties 
Council approved the following document. 


INTRODUCTION 

Normally a student gains admission as a 
student at The University of Alberta by 
completing the matriculation requirements of 
a particular faculty or school. At the moment, 
the Department of Education is the only 
agency that certifies the successful completion 
of these matriculation requirements. However, 


a small number of students, about 300, seek 
admission to The University of Alberta after 
attending a public or private community 
college, an institute of technology, or a 
regional agricultural and vocational college. 
Although the problem of admitting such 
students to The University of Alberta has been 
solved, no procedure, acceptable to all of 
the institutions involved, has been devised to 
establish the advanced credit, if any, such a 
student will have after admission to The 
University of Alberta. 

In supporting the following proposals, The 
University of Alberta assumes that the 
traditional role of the high school in preparing 
students for university entrance will be 
respected, and that arrangements with other 
Alberta institutions of post-secondary 
education are not intended to provide either a 
shorter or less demanding route into the 
universities than that available through the 
high schools. 

A series of meetings has been held by 
representatives of some, but not all, of the 
post-secondary educational institutions of 
Alberta. From the discussions that took place ~ 
at these meetings, it became clear that the 
present policies of The University of Alberta 
have generated a great deal of antagonism that 
is directed toward The University of Alberta, 
and no agreement would be reached unless 
some acceptable procedure to resolve conflicts 
between institutions was established. The 
representatives mentioned above have reached 
an agreement on an acceptable procedure to 
resolve such conflicts, 


ADMISSION POLICIES OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA 


(1) Every person will gain admission to a 
faculty or school of The University of Alberta 
by satisfying the admission and selection 
requirements established by General Faculties 
Council and the faculty or school concerned. 
Normally, selection requirements are used if the 
faculty or school has established a quota for the 
admission of students to that faculty or school. 
(2) For every person who has successfully 
completed one full year or more at a public 
or private community college, an institute of 
technology, or a regional agricultural and 
vocational college, the matriculation 
requirements of a faculty or school of The 
University of Alberta will be waived providing: 
(a) the institutions mentioned above are 
funded on an annual basis by the 
Department of Advanced Education of the 
Government of Alberta; 
(b) The University of Alberta receives a 
letter from the institution attended by the 
person recommending admission to the 
particular faculty or school of The 
University of Alberta. 


If these conditions are satisfied, the person 
involved will receive automatic admission to 
the appropriate program if it has no admission 
requirements other than matriculation 
requirements. If selection procedures are 
involved in the admission to a program of 
The Universiiy of Alberta, then this person 
will be treated on the same basis as all other 
people seeking admission to that program. 


THE CREDIT ARBITRATION COMMITTEE 

It is recommended that a committee, called 
the Credit Arbitration Committee, be 
established for the sole purpose of deciding on 
issues of dispute that may arise between or 
among the post-secondary educational 
institutions of Alberta about the advanced 
standing students should receive when a 
transfer from one institution to another is 
involved. When The University of Alberta is 
involved, the other post-secondary institutions 
will be: (a) the other public universities; 

(b) the public community colleges; (c) the 
public institutes of technology; (d) the public 
agricultural and vocational colleges. 

The composition of the Committee is as 
follows: 

(1) A chairman, appointed by the Minister of 
Advanced Education from outside the 
Department and the system of post-secondary 
education; 

(2) Four members of the academic staff, one 
appointed from and by each of the four public 
universities; 

(3) Two members of the academic staff of the 
public community and regional colleges, with 
both members elected by this group of colleges; 
(4) Two members of the academic staff of 
the institutes of technology and the vocational 
centres, both of whom are elected by this 
group of institutes and centres; 

(5) For each of the members listed above, an 
alternate member must be appointed. An 
alternate for a member appointed by one 
institution must not be connected with that 
institution. An alternate elected by a group 

of institutions must not be connected with any 
of the member institutions of the group. Thus, 
when the Credit Arbitration Committee 
considers a dispute between institutions A and 
B no representatives of either A or B will 

sit on the committee. Institutions A and B will 
however have the right to make representations 
to the Committee. 

(6) The membership term has not yet been 
decided. 

The Credit Arbitration Committee will deal 
with disputes between or among institutions. 
It will not hear or investigate disputes between 
students and institutions. After an institution 
has informed the Committee in writing of a 
dispute, the Committee must, within one 
month, inform the institutions of its decision, 
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and this decision is binding on both parties. 
After this decision has been made, neither 
party may raise the matter at issue before any 
agency for a period of one year. 


TRANSFERABILITY POLICY OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA 


(1) Students who have attended a publicly 
supported post-secondary education institution 
and wish to transfer to The University of 
Alberta will be subject to the same regulations 
regarding transfer of credits as students who 
have attended The University of Alberta and 
wish to transfer from one faculty or school to 
another. 
(2) If an institution so desires, The University 
of Alberta will honor all transfer of credit 
agreements that are in existence on May 1, 
1974, 
(3) Bearing in mind that the internal 
regulations of The University of Alberta 
enable faculties to decide whether or not 
courses given advance credit satisfy 
particular prerequisite and program needs, 
and bearing in mind that students transferring 
to The University of Alberta shall be subject 
to the same regulations as those transferring 
from within, the following regulation shall 
apply to students in the small number of 
post-secondary institutions in Alberta that 
have university transfer programs that have 
been approved by the Department of Advanced 
Education: 
The University of Alberta will accept for 
credit toward the pass or special degrees in 
Arts or Science, arts or science courses 
specified by any of these institutions, up to 
a maximum of five full-year courses or ten 
half-year courses. 


For such students, The University of Alberta 
will ensure that there will be at least one 
program of studies in each of the faculties of 
Arts and Science that these students can 
complete for degrees in the normal time. It 
does not mean that such students will be able 
to complete every program of studies offered 
by these two faculties in the normal time. 

Generally speaking, a student who is given 
credit for the equivalent of five full-year 
courses, will be able to complete the pass or 
special degree programs in Arts and Science in 
the normal time. There might however be 
exceptions for highly structured special degree 
programs. 

(4) The University of Alberta is willing to 
negotiate with any of the post-secondary 
institutions mentioned in (3) with respect to 
the transfer of credit for the courses of the 
first year on any program of studies not 
covered by (3), the decision of The University 
of Alberta to be final. 

(5) The University of Alberta will negotiate 
with any of the post-secondary educational

institutions not mentioned in (3) for the 
transfer of credit. In these instances, the 
decision of The University of Alberta is final. 
NOTE: In the past, an affiliation agreement 
between a university and a junior college gave 
the university wide supervisory powers over 
the junior college. The junior college had to 
receive the approval of the university before 
making appointments to the staff of the 
college. The university had to inspect and 
approve the physical and library facilities of 
the junior college before university transfer 
courses could be given by that college. 
However all of this is past. This new policy 
supersedes all previous policies and procedures. 


GRADUATE STUDIES ENQUIRY: 
DETAILS ANNOUNCED 


The terms of reference and full composition 
of the Canada Council-appointed Commission 
of Enquiry into the State of Graduate Studies 
have now been made public. 

In addition to DENNIS HEALEY, Principal and 
Vice-Chancellor of Bishop’s University whose 
appointment as Chairman of the Commission 
was announced in late January, the Com- 
mission will include BLAIR NEATBY, Professor 
in the Department of History at Carleton 
University, and LEON DION, Professor in the 
Faculty of Social Sciences at Laval University. 

The terms of reference of the Commission 
are as follows: 

To enquire into and report upon the nature 
and objectives of Canadian graduate studies 


in the humanities and social sciences and, 
without limiting this general aim, to examine 
in particular the trends and patterns of such 
graduate studies in recent years, and to make 
an assessment of future needs and prospects 
in light of: the expectations of graduate 
students; the relationship of graduate studies 
to the development of Canadian universities 
and to advanced research; and the employment 
opportunities for students completing 
programs of graduate work in the humanities 
and social sciences. 

The Commission, an independent body 
based in Lennoxville, Quebec, has already 
begun its work and expects to hold public 
hearings across Canada beginning in February 
1975. Its findings will ultimately be published 
by the Canada Council.
